Prior to 1948, Torrance had no City Manager. During
this election year the people voted in a city Manager to
take over duties formally held, in part, by the City Clerk.
Because of a state law, he could not take office until the
California State Legislature ratified the mandate of the peo-
ple of the city of Torrance. It wasn't until January of 1949
that this was done and the present City Manager sworn in.
All the departments of the city, except the City Attor-
ney, come under the jurisdiction of the City Manager. The
former is responsible directly to the City Council. That ‘
why both of them attgnd every Council me eting.
It is the duty of the City Manager to recommend to
